PART III REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. This application has been examined. Claims 1-7, 12-1 4,1 8,20,21, 23,24,and 26-30 
are being allowed over the prior art of record. Prosecution on the merits is closed in this 
application. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches different ways of process cartridge information in an 
image processing device. However the prior art of record fails to teach, or suggest the 
claimed limitations of (in combination with all other features in the claims), a process 
cartridge having a nonvolatile memory for storing a destination information 
comprising a shipment destination wherein the shipment destination is configured to 
identify a predetermined set of printing parameters stored in the control system, 
destination for production management , comprising a destination code, and 
process control information to be used to further control the printing operation by 
altering or replacing at least one of the predetermined printing parameters wherein the 
shipment destination and the destination code are stored in separate areas of the 
nonvolatile memory located at nonconsecutive addresses, as now recited in the 
independent claims.
